DEFEATING POLIO
Figures released recently by the U. S. Public Health Servlo 

show that the fight against polio is being steadily won. Althoug 

there has been doubt as to the progress of the battle from tim 

to time in recent years, the latest figures show conclusively tha 

the polio vaccine has accomplished miracles in this respect.
Only 3217 cases of polio have been reported this year a 

against 7073 reported last year. Moreover, the paralytic typ 

of polio, which Is the worst, has been reduced by an even greate 

margin. Only 1054 cases have been reported so far In 1957. In 

1956 there were 3381 paralytic cases.
The figures quoted are national figures. It is true that in 

some states where mild epidemics occurred the entire picture i 

not altogether clear. For example, there were slight Increase 

in all types of polio In the following states: South Dakota, Neb 

raska, North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Alabama 

New Mexico and the District of Columbia.
